William Henry Purcell, who was born 
in New York in 1834, moved to this city 
about six years ago from Chicago, 
where he had been in active business 
for years. He came here a retired cap- 
italist, but ere long took a deep interest 
in the undeveloped resources of the 
county and, having fullest faith in the 
coming greatness of Los as a 
future metropolis, invested his money 
freely in many directions. 

Mr. Purcell was widely reputed as a 
benevolent man, whose charities were 
innumerable, although many of them 
are known only to the worthy receivers. 
Several years ago he is said to have be- 
come interested in a number of young 
men, who by his admonttions and per- 
eonal influence were helped to become 
so successful that he long ago came to 
feel that his solicitude had been greatly 
rewarded. Children's hospitals also feit 
the manifestation of his interest in a 
substential and material manner. 

HOME FOR OLD FOLKS. 

Just prior to his death Mr. Purcell 
was advising with his wife as to the 
feasibility of endowing an Old People’s 
Home, which project, dear to him, was 
hindered by his untimely death, now 
this project by his sudden demise has 
been transferred to the kind considera- 
tion of the befeaved wife. 

“Above all,” remarked an intimate 
friend yesterday, “Mr. Purcell was a 
Christian man, and, although both he 
and Mrs. Purcell have for years been 
identified with the Congregational 
Church, their united eympathies were 
so characterized by the true spirit of 
‘catholicity that they were interested in 
all Christian work, irrespective of de- 
‘ynominational lines.” 

The estate is amply sufficient to carry 
out any philanthropy that Mrs. Purcell 
may undertake. It is her intention to 
remain in Los Angeles, living in her 
beautiful bome at No. 853 Alvarado 
street.

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. %.-The 
Sausalito and San Rafael belong to the 
San Francisco and North Pacific Rall- 
way.

When it was seen 
that the Sausalito was not badly: hurt, 
she stood by the San Rafael and offi- 
cers, crew and passengers engaged in 
the rescue of the unfortunate passen- 
gers of the sinking vessel.

ELEVEN MEN AND ONE WOMAN IN 
WATER HALF AN HOUR. 


Lady’s Life Saved at Risk of Life of 
Her Rescuer—Capt. McKenzie’s Ac- 
count of the Disaster—He Thinks No 
Lives Were Lost. 


(RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 30.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) Eleven men and one 
woman, Miss Bridgman of Mill Valley, 
had a terrible experience of being 
thrown into the water and clinging to 
the slippery sides of a lifeboat for 
thirty minutes before they were res- 
cued by passengers of the Sausalito. 
The little boat was overcrowded, and 
it had hardly been launched before it 
turned over. The men scrambled to 
ite sides, and Miss Bridgman was held 
out of the water, Andrew Westwater, a 
draughtsthan of Sausalito, risking his 
own life to save her. 

The n cried again and again for 
help, and finally a rope was flung to 
them, as they were almost despairing. 
Miss Bridgman, and then the men, were 
pulled aboard the Sausalito. Westwater 
told the following story: 

‘TERRIBLE EXPERIENCE. 

“We left the slip about 6:30 o'clock, 
fifteen minutes later than schedu 
time. The whistle was kept going, a 
every few yards bade a biast. After 
steaming fifteen minutes, we heard a 
whistle on our starboard bow, and the 
next minute there was an awful crash. 
I was on the forward upper deck, and 
the prow of the Sausalito rammed right 
into the paddiebox of the San Rafael 
to the starboard. The San Rafael was 
kept from sinking by the bigger boat 
being Jammed into her side, and gave 
lots of time for manning the lifeboats. 
I got into one of the boats with eleven 
others, but we were hardly in it before 
it was capsised.

Blind Pianist. 


Edward Baxter Perry, the blind 
pianist, is the possessor of a valuable 
medal. It was given him by Prince 
Guy de Lusignan in Paris. It is an old 
crusader Ordre de Melusine, according 
to the engraving on the back. This 
order was founded in 1186 by an an- 
céstor of the donor, who was then King 
of Jerusalem. The honor carries with 
it the title of chevalier. The medal is 
still awarded for valor, but more 


‘for artistic and literary excellence. Ed- 


ward Baxter Perry has the distinction 
of being the only person in the United 
States holding this order. The medal 
consists of a eword, on which is en: 
graved “Chevalier de Melusine.” To 
this is fastened a bit of blue and white- 
corded ribbon which holds the heavy 
maltese cross decorated with smaller 
crosses, and above these is an elabor- 
ately-engraved crown.

Famous Impresario Dead. 
Col. Henry Ma

father of Col. Henry Ma 
died in Lendon, on November M4, of 
B t's disease. He had been seri- 
ously ill for about a fortnight, and 
as he had more then fulfilled the al- 
lotted three score yeurs and ten, suall 
were entertained for his recov- 
ery after the nature of his tliness be- 
came known. 80 widely known was 
he and so important was his work in 
the fleld of grand opera, that his pass- 
ing = mourned by the entire musical 
world. 
Col. \Mapteson was born in London 
on May 4, 1830. In his boyhood he be- 
came a student at the Reyal Academ 
of Music in London, where he lea 
singing and violin playing. While still 
in his teens he made several pear- 
ances as a vocalist, and in 1846 he- 
came a member of the orchestra at 
Her Majesty's Theater. Between sea- 
sons. in 1849, he ventured upon his first 
managerial enterprise by taking a con- 
cert company on a tour of the prov-. 
inces. The organization included Hen- 
rietta Sontag, the soprano; 
the tenor; Belleti, the baritone: La- 
biache, the basso. and Thailberg, the 
pianist. In the following year he. made 
another concert tour, with Mme. Viar-

Candidates for President and Vice- 
President are always nominated by 
conventions composed of delegates 
from each of the States, equal in 
number to twice the number of Sena- 
tors and Representatives in Congress 
to which such State is entitled. Ter- 
ritories and the District of Columbia 
are also allowed delegates, the num- 
ber being generally fixed by the com- 
mittee or the convention.

THE DECEMBER FESTIVAL. 
URING the past month astronomers have told of a 
great celestial phenomenon and of the apparent 
close proximity of the three planets, Jupiter, Saturn 
and Venus. On certain evenings they were visible soon 
after sunset in the southwestern sky. Saturn was there 
with his system of rings and satellites; Jupiter, the-most 
magnificent planet which illumines the sky, shone 
among the Jovian moons; Venus, the shepherd's and the 
poet's star, was effulgent with brilliant light. These fol- 
lowers of the sun, parts of the planetary family of which 
our globe is a member, have attracted ardent scientific 
interest. On November 28—our day of national 
siving—Saturn and Jupiter were, it is said, in closer 
conjunction than they have been since 1683, or will be 
again until 1961. 
Who can read unmoved of the time when Galileo with 
his poor telescope gazed on the celestial depths? It is 
asserted that a better instrument might now be obtained 
at an ordinary optician’s for a few dollars. But from his 
narrow vista he looked with transport on the satellites 
_ Of Jupiter, the phases of Venus, the starry nature of the 
Milky Way, and the spots on the solar disk. From the 
evidence he inferred the rotation of the sun and asserted 
the truth of the Copernican system. While amid perse- 
cution, with his foot on the earth, he whispered to his 
nica triumphing spirit, “The earth moves, neverthe- 
But neither the scientific inquiry of this hour nor the 
rapture of early discovery could have approached the 
transport of the wondering shepherds when the angel 
song was in the sky and the star was seen to lead wise 
men to the manger in Bethlehem, the lowly home of the 
Divine Child.

I asked the owner of the Cocos Islands where his prop- 
erty was and what it was. He told me that it lay just 
about 700 miles southwest of Sumatra and 1200 miles 
from Singapore. 
islands which have been planted in cocoanuts. The man 
has now hundreds of thousands of cocoanut trees and he 
harvests something like 6,000,000 cocoanuts every year. 
He told me how he managed his islands, and said that 
his gross receipts annually amounted to $70,000 and up- 
ward. The cocoanuts are gathered when they fall and 
the meat is taken out and dried in the sun. It is then 
barreled up and sent away hy the shipload. It requires 
about 600 men to do the work, and these and their fami- 
lies constitute the population. The King lives ail alone 
with his family and the natives on these islands. His 
nearest shopping place is Batavia, where he comes in a 
little schooner every three months or so. The trip is 
one of seven days, if the wind is right. If he strikes a 
calm, he may be a month on the way.

The natives of Lombok were very superstitious. The |- 


nobles believed in their rajah. They sent word out to 
their villages and all made haste te collect the needles 
with the greatest accuracy, for they feared that if one 
were wanting the whole village would suffer. One by 
one the head men of the vil brought in their needles. 
The rajah received them with his own hands and marked 
the name of the village and district on each bundle and 
laid them away in a camphor wood chest. When they 
were all in, the r&jah ordered the krises to be made from 
them under his own eye, and they were packed away for 
the time of the plague. Soon after this the collection 
of taxes occurred. To those villages who paid almost 
the full tax the rajah said nothing, but those who paid 
only a half or a fourth of what they should, he gave 
warning, saying: 

~ “The needles from your village are many more than 
from such another village, yet your taxes are much less 
than theirs. There must be a mistake. Go back and 
gee who has not paid his taxes.” 

They did so and the taxes were at once increased, for 
according to law, the rajah could put to death those who 
did not pay justly. And so the rajah became rich. He 
increased his soldiers and gave gold and jewels to his 
wife. He kept the krises, and if sickness appeared in the 
village he sent one to it. Then if the sickness went 
away the kris was supposed to have healed it and the 
head men told the rajah of its miraculous power. If it 
did not go away every one was convinced that there must 
have been a mistake in the number of needles sent from 
that village and the people thought the fault was their 


own.

OUR FALL FLOWERS. 


SOME OF THE WILD BLOSSOMS THAT 
DECK CALIFORNIA FIELDS. 


By a Special Contributor. 


FE ARE accustomed to associating the blossoming 

of our wild, flowers with spring and early sum- 

mer only; and to the task of reconciling our 
minds to the brownness and barrenness of autumn. 
True, our autumns in Southern California are brown, or 
rather tawny bronze, but they are not barren. Our plains 
and rolling hills lie buried in bronze and gold between 
seas of sapphire and mountains of amethyst. Neither 
are glad-eyed flowers wanting at this season of the year, 
though of course they are not so numerous as in spring 
time. True, nature is in a state of comparative rest, 
awaiting the rains which shall bring a throbbing of new 
life. But there are plants which seem to love this very 
dryness, and whose joy it is to spring into blossom at a 
time when all their neighbors are enjoying their annual 
siesta. 

These hardy autumn plants are of an altogether dif- 
ferent type from the tender green winter and spring 
bloomers, which require a great deal of moisture. There 
are, to be sure, some succulent plants to be found at 
this season, along the etreams and around mountain 
springs. There are the two water-loving mimulus. The 
bright yellow mimulus luteus, with the brown spots in 
its throat, so familiar to us ali, along the water ditches, 
and the beautiful red mimulus cardinalis, with fragrant 
foliage, which is seen only along mountain streams. 

For the most part. however, the autumn plants are 
not green of stem or foliage, but of a soft gray or grayish 


green. This prevailing color is usually caused by a coat 
of mall, composed of hairs ar down, which serves the 
plant for a variety of purposes, the principal ones being 
to prevent too rapid evaporation of water from the tis- 
sues of the plant and to ward off the intense light to 
which all growth is subjected at this season. These 
plants are also characterized by pungent odors and bit- 
ter and milky juices which make them unpalatable to 
animals. They learn to conserve their energies in many 
different ways to meet the hard conditions with which 
they seemingly love to combat. Some will dispense with 
almost all, if not all, of their leaves, after making their 
normal growth in stature, thus holding more of their 
moisture during the flowering time. This is the case 
with the dainty little eriogOnum elongatum, which is 
found in the driest of places. Others will present as 
small a leaf surface as possible to the dry autumn air, 
or the texture of their leaves will be tough and leathery, 
or covered, as before mentioned, with down or hairs, 
The prevailing colors of the bloom of this season are 
reds, yellows and purples, though white and pink blos- 
soms are occasionally seen, and sometimes blue. There 
is a whole host of the composite which bloom in the 
autumn, the sunflower, goldenrods and asters being 
among the most conspicuous. The tarweeds belong here, 
and the artemesia, or “old man,” and the pretty seaside 
daisy, with its white or velvet rays. The eriogonums 
have also several representatives at this season. The 
wild buckwheat (eriogonum fasciculatum) blooms 
earlier, but its rich brown heads are still on their 
stems, though dry, lending their ald to the antumnal 
color scheme. Eriogonum elongatum bears its dainty 
shell-pink buds and white blossoms upon its brown, 
leafless stems; and in sandy spots in the valleys, a low- 
growing form spreads its dark maroon flower cluster 
but a few inches above the ground. On upland mesas and

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HE native Indian tribes of Guiana, the Arawaks, 
Macushis and others, dwelt unmolested in the vast 
forests of the interior, while the Spanish, Dutch, and 
Haglish strove for and successively occupied the fat and 
fertile coastiands. The Indian country was difficult of ac- 


focks nor herds, gold nor silver. There being nothing to 


proof sheet slung shelter-wise above, the wanderer can 
sleep safely and comfortably in a cotton hammock. 


Means of Transportation. 

The Indian's one vehicle is the canoe, which he keeps 
in the water in front of the village, either tied up to a 
branch ready for use, or sunk in a shallow place, till 
wanted. There are two kinds of canoe. The dug-out, 
which is hacked into shape from a partly-charred log, 
is a long, fairly stable craft that will carry several peo- 
ple. The woodskin, a cranky, skittish shell, is made by 
bending in the edges of a sheet of bark, lashing them 
together in places with bush-rope, and giving the tube- 


ing by them. Now, the explorer who wishes to make a 
journey into these forest wilds must travel in one or 
other of these vessels. I have called the dug-out fairly 


fancying the wabbling craft is about to capsize. He 
rocking woodskin for the first time without some 
trepidation. Unless he stepped in gingerly and with a 
nice feeling for balance, he would feel the canoe slip 
away from under him and find himself in the water. 
As with other things, it is the first step that troubles. 
With a little practice and after handling the paddle your- 
self, you will soon feel at home in either dug-out or 
woodskin.

When their 
vessel is shot along in the ful) swing of the rapid, the 
men grunt as they dig their blades into the hissing 
water which comes nearly up to the gunwale of the 
canoe, the passengers sit tight in a crouching position, 
stiff and motionless; the forest flashes by them, then, 
with a bound, the craft plunges over a cascade and 
strikes the pool below with a thud that is felt as well 
as heard. 


How They Fiah. 

It is the woodskin that the Indian takes, when he goes 
a-fishing. Although hooks are used, when they can be 
obtained from the whites, for angling in muddy water, 
the bow and fish arrow is employed, where the streams 
are clear and the fish feeding on the surface. The ar- 
row is a curious one. Its head fits on the shaft by a 
socket and is also attached to it by a stout fiber, the end 
of which is coiled round behind the barb in such a way 
that the struggles of the fish loosen the cojl and detach 
the arrow head from the shaft. The fish then swims 
away with the barb, but is linked by the unwinding of 
the fiber to the cane shaft, which bobs up and down on 
the surface of the stream. All the Indian has to do now 
is to paddle after this float and haul his prey out of the 
water. The white angler who has been forced to throw 
his rod into the river, because his line is all reeled off, 
will be able to realize this class of fishing. 

If shooting in rapid waters, as the buck must do when 
his object is to get a golden “pacu”’—a carp-like fish—he 
will probably secure his fish whole. In still streams, 
however, any wounded fish is liable to be mauled by the 
cannibal “perai.” This terrible little ogre has a mouth 


Indian paddler, if he lets it trail in the water. I remem- 
ber seeing one of our men, who was angling with bait 
and had hooked a fine edible fish, land nothing but its 
bony head, so fierce had been the onslaught of the 
perais. Bathing is risky, where these fish abound, unless 
one is prepared to suffer a little mutilation. 

Like fishermen in other lands, the Guiana Indian has 
his superstitions. His mascot is a little arrow-leaved 
plant—the Caladium of our hothouses. He calls it a 
“beena” and grows it near his hut, because he believes 
there is a magic influence in its variegated leaves. 
Charm or no charm, the accuracy with which he shoots, 
when standing up in a cranky woodskin, is amazing. 
The spell of the “beena” seems to be exercised on all 
the creatures hunted by the Indian. There are deer 
“beenas” and others for other game; they differ from one 
another in the spotting and veining of the leaf. 


A Curious Weapon. 


For bunting land animals the buck employs a gun, or 
shoots arrows of various patterns from a bow or a blow- 
pipe. The latter is the most curious weapon in his 
armory. It is a thin, hollow cane of small caliber, about 
twelve feet long, and fits tightly into a protecting 
sheath of tough wood, which has the tooth of a smal! 
rodent fixed in its butt end by way of a back sight. The 
arrow that is blown through this tube is made by. whit- 
tling the thorn from a“palm leaf into a sharp-pointed 
sliver about nine inches long. After being dipped in 
poison and dried, the missile, which looks like a leng 
toothpick with a dab of black paint on its tip, only re- 
quires feathering with a tuft of cotton to make it ready 
for active service. It is carefully packed away in a small 
quiver, till wanted, for, innocent as it appears, Nature 
has not armed the cébra with a more deadly weapon 
than this tiny dart. 
Many strange ingredients are said to be used in mixing 
the arrow poison, the manufacture of which is a secret 
and mysterious process. But the lethal effect is due to 
a vegetable alkaloid, known to science as curare or 
wourali—the “hellish wourali” of Tennyson's anti-vivi- 
section poem. The plant which yields it does not grow, 
I believe, in Guiana; it is said to be obtained from the 
Brazilian borderland.

The Cuisine. 


While the men are engaged in procuring meat, it is 
the duty of the women of the village to prepare the 
vegetables, yams, and other roots, and to make bread 
from the cassava plant.

, serapings are then crammed into a long, cylindrical 4% 
, basket, made like a Siamese link, and provided with a 
loop at either end.

Indian. ; 
He has a fondness for tame animals. The big, jet- ' 
_ black curassow, a bird as large as a turkey, suns itself 
on the roof of his hut, while the sociable “trumpeter,” 
a small gray crane, struts around the village, pecking, 
like a magpie, at the children’s heels. Parrots of all 
kinds scream from their perches at the capering mofi- 
keys. Another inmate is the “kipihi,” a long-nosed, 
black-furred, sociable little beast who walks G@at-footed 
like a bear. 

But there are pests as well as pets in the native hut, 
and chief of these is the chigoe, or burrowing flea. Any- 
one who goes barefoot invites its attack. Being a tiny 
creature, its approach is not perceived, but, after it has 
 gettied itself, its host feels an itching in his toe, and 

seés beneath the skin a yellow, swollen bag, about the 
‘ size of a pea. This is the pregnant, female insect, and 
unless it is removed by knife or needle point, it will 

hatch its young to the destruction of the tissues, 

The Vampire Bat. : 

In certain localities the vampire bat bleeds the sleep- 
ers who leave a naked foot carelessly exposed. Dar- 

win, when in Chile, caught one in the act of bleeding a 

horse, and found it to be a smal! bat with very sharp 

cutting teeth and a curious leaf-shaped outgrowth of 
skin on its nose. Resting once at a settlement on the 

Upper Demerara, I heard with interest that they were 
‘vommon visitors there. The same night, my partner 

woke me up, growling and complaining that his great 

toe was stuck in the meshes of his hammock and so sore 
that it hurt him to move it. He thought it rough that 
the vampire had not paid its attentions to me, since ! 
wanted a specimen. Lighting the lantern, which had 
gone out, I found that there was a wound, like a leech 
bite, on his toe, the blood flowing from which had 
clotted. The little bat had taken advantage of the dark- 
ness—a light usually scares them away—to bleed him. 

The loss of blood is trifling to a healthy adult, but chil- 

dren sometimes become weakened by repeated bieedings. 

So they are usually put to sleep under a basket in vil- 
_jages where vampires abound. These bloodsuckers are 
said to fan the patient with their wings, while perform- 
ing their sly surgery; but this is probably done to bal- 
ance themselves and aid the sucking action of their 
mouths. 

The Indian villages of which I have written are not 
permanent settlements. Comprising but a few huts of 
light construction, they are readily abandoned, whenever 
scarcity of game or an outbreak of disease makes a shift 
of ground advisable. The Indian is as lightly attached 
to his home as the forest bird to its last year’s nest. 
So, if you return after a year or two to the village where 
you rested, you are likely to find the huts deserted, like 
the halls of Ivor, and your entertainers vanished into 
the forest shade. Some may have died of “buck- 
sickness”"—a malady not know to science—some may 
have gone down river to woodcutting; some may havo 
raised new dwellings by a strange stream. With the 
passing of the villagers the forest has resumed its sway. 
The cassava ground is overgrown—a mere tangle of 
grass, bush-ropes and young saplings. The ridge-poles 
have sagged down, the thatch has rotted, the huts are in 
dilapidation. Yet there is nothing sad about the scene; 
it is an empty nest, from which the birds have flown to

BRIDGING A GREAT CANYON. 


In the transportation of logs from the heart of the 
California timber belt to the mills an important en- 
gineering feat has been accomplished, A cafion on the 
south fork of the American River had to be traversed, 
and as it was 1000 feet deep, it was determined to build 
a steel wire suspension tramway. The distance across 
the cafion is 2850 feet. Between the two terminal towers 
the space is 2650 feet.

CUBA’S ELECTION. 


GOVERNOR OF HAVANA REVIEWS THE 
POLITICAL SITUATION THERE. 


By Gen. Emilio Nunez, 
Ctvti Governor of Havana. 


AVANA (Cuba) Nov. 20.—With the first election of 
H a Chief Magistrate of this new nation only a few 
months away and with the practical assurance of 
independence, there has come a weakening of old party 
lines. Questions that were vital two years ago and less, 
have died and have been forgotten. The issue now is 
not one of policies, so much as one of men. Arrayed for 
one or other of the leaders, will be voters representing a 
population of conflicting ideas, but unanimous interest. 
There are about 900,000 white Cubans on the island; 
400,000 Cuban negroes; 100,000 Spaniards, and 50,000 for- 
eigners of all other races. The negroes are of a higher 
grade of intelligence and are considered as being more 
nearly on a footing with the whites than are most of 
the negroes of the Southern United States. They have 
fought, hoped and struggled for independence with as 
much sturdiness as any. The Spaniards, resident in 
Cuba at the time of the surrender of the island to the 
United States, who have deciared their Cuban citizen- 
ship, will enjoy equal rights with the natives, as stipu- 
lated in the treaty of Paris. Foreign-born residents, 
who have complied with the regulations, are likewise 
enfranchised. 


The Three Parties. 


The crystallization of the leading policies has led to the 
formation of three parties—the National, the Repub- 
lican, and the Democratic. The two latter names are 
fresh from the United States, and mean nothing in so far 
as the platforms of its two great parties are concerned. 
The Republican party comprises a fraction of the

patriots who were active in the war against Spain; the 
Democrats are the survivors of the old Auionomist 
party, which supported Spain in the war for independ- 
ence, deciaring for allegiance to the mother country, 
with the privilege of home rule. Spaniards and the old 
Spanish sympathizers largely comprise the Democratic 
organization. 

The National party—by far the strongest numerically 
—is made up of the Cubans who demanded absolute in- 
dependence. Their platform is practically the same as 
that of the Republicans; indeed, the two parties are al- 
most one. The difference is this: The leaders and not 
the policies, have been opposed. The assembly which 
followed the Spanish evacuation of the island was made 
up of patriots who, while they had the same end in view, 
favored different men. The National party organized, 
and claimed Gen. Gomez as its head. The Republicans 
comprised those who broke away on the question of 
leadership.. Gen. Gomez has proved his sincerity and 
unselfishness, and has won the hearts of all his country- 
men. Today he is by far the most popular man in Cuba. 
Several times he has refused the candidacy for the. of- 
fice of President. Should he remain firm in his deter- 
mination, the choice of the National party will be Sefior 
Thomas Estrada Palma. He enjoys the confidence of 
Gen. Gomez, and is high in the esteem of the people of 
the island. Not long ago | was informed that there was 
a fusion movemént in his favor on foot in Havana. It 
was to comprise the National and Republican forces, and 
a fraction of the-Democratic party. | iP 
“Anti-Platt Cubans.” | 

But, in some parts of the island, there has been an 
understanding between the Democratic and the Repub- 
lican parties that they shall unite in the support of Gen. 
Bartolome Masso. Gen. Masso is the head and front of 
what I might call the Anti-Platt Cubans. He typifies 
the spirit of revision, which stirred so many when the 
Platt amendment was put through. Those of the patriots 
who could brook no interference in the island's affairs 
are still Republicans—and Anti-Platts. 

The people of the United States, generally speaking, 


have but a small idea of haw directly and deeply the 
movements of American politics affect Cuba, and its 
fledgling parties. Indeed, if we examine deeply into the 
feeling in Cuba we will find that all the platforms, and 
parties, and views, and dissensions, are sharply divided 
by that one line, which is not seen, and, logically, is 
not supposed to exist in Cuba’s internal politics—the 
Platt amendment. 

in the march of events the controversy over this piece 
of legislation has been left to old memories. But, none 
the less, its influence is still. keenly felt and supplies 
the only real issue which has taken definite shape. The 
third clause in the amendment, giving the right to the 
United States to intervene in case of any trouble in 
Cuba, or in the event of invasion by the forces of an- 
other country, offended two widely different classes of 
people. On the one hand, the Revisionists were inclined 
to fight it as a thing in the nature of an unlawful priv- 
jlege; on the other, the friends of the United States felt 
aggrieved that that should be demanded which they 
would willingly give. 0 


Masso’s Manifesto. 


Gen. Masso, in his manifesto announcing his candidacy 
for the Presidency, has defined very clearly those fea- 
tures,of the Piatt amendment as they impress the peo- 
ple of the parties whom he seeks to conciliate in his 
support. 

“The Cuban people,” he says, in effect, “must make it 
clear that, when the definite establishment of their sov- 
ereign independence becomes possible, they do not pro- 
pose to give up any portion either of their independence 
or their sovereignty. Their local institutions, however 
grateful they should be to the United States, cannot be 
made to comply with demands that are unwarranted, or 
put under a servitude that is uncalled for.” 

He emphasizes his belief that Cuba should have a 
more definite understanding as to the extent and the 
significance of the provisions of the amendment, and he 
urges that, in the treaty between the two countries, Cuba 
should obtain materia) trade concessions. 

The majority of those who support Sefior Palma are 
willing to drop the controversy until the final treaty, at 
least, and then to sustain both the letter and the spirit 
of the amendment as they understand it. 

But the supporters of Gen. Masso are still urgent for 
revision, and herein, I believe, is contained the germ of

The same party lines and political 
conditions as apply to the Presidential contest govern the 
minor ones. in the province of Havana the Republican 
and Democratic ranks will probably fuse, with an idea 
of controlling the minor offices. Once the contests are 
over, the real business of independence will begia. The 
President's proclamation is looked for in the latter part 
of May, accompanying the formal transfer of sovereignty 
from the United States. Premising that Sefior Palma 
shall have been elected President, a conservative gov- 
ernment would be assured. He would endeavor to pre- 
serve cordial relations with the United States, and he 
would seek to avoid al! friction and he would strive to 
place on a sound basis the financial and commercial af- 
fairs of the island. The administration would be an 
economical one; and it would aim to gain the confidence, 
not only of the Cuban-born, but of all who call Cuba 
their home, whether they were Spaniards or natives of 
other climes.

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GIRLHOOD IN THE PAST, 
’ TRAINING AND PURSUITS OF GIRLS 
’* DURING THE PAST CENTURY. 
By Julia Ward Howe. 
F THE girlhood of seventy years ago | am able to 
speak from experience. As 1 was city-bred, and 
that in New York, I cannot say bow flardy may 
bave been the discipline of country lasses of that remote 
period, but of the governing traits and ideas of the time 
1 still retain a vivid remembrance. 

‘In the household training of girls the prescripts were 
rather negative than positive. A young lady even of 6 
or 7 must not do this, and should not do that. These 
commands, when obeyed, usually led to the acquisition 
of careful and somewhat formal manners. The absence 
of spon eity thus cultivated may have had some share 
in forming the romance of the period, which was one of 
weakness rather than strength. Its heroines were usually 
characterized by morbid sentiment, enhanced by infirm 
health. The delicate creatures who fainted away on ev- 
ery ocasion which called for courage and endurance, the 
fovelorn maidens who, failing of the wished-for corre- 
spondence of affection, at once fell into a rapid decline— 
these were prominent features in the fiction, poetry and 
‘prose of sixty years ago. The changes in this respect 
which we now observe appear to me wonderful indeed. 
Truly, Wisdom has her miracies, seen in the progress of 
human thought. The ideals of today for women are 
ideals of health, of strength, of self-reliance. 

The disturbances of French society in the carlier dec- 
alles of the last century had caused a number of per- 
eons of that nationality to seek employment in New 
York. Among these was a lady who bore the historic 
name of Fabre. I must have had my first French les- 
sons from her before | was well at home with the al- 
phabet, as I remember being called upon to speak French 
before I was able to read. A tutor of the same nation- 
ality gave me my first lessons in Latin. 1 recollect he 
insisted that the Almighty in prayer should always be 
addressed as “you,” the pronoun “thou” implying an un- 
warrantable assumption of familiarity. 

My early education was conducted by a governess, 
whose strong points were a taste for elocution, and the 
cultivation of memory by a process which was then 
called mnemonics.

The school drill 
of that day consisted largely in the recitation of les- 
sons committed to memory from text-books. The first 
one given to me under this dispensation was Paley's

To these I 
must add a “Political Class Book,” written by William 
Sullivan of Boston, in which was given a very clear ac- 
count of the principles and working of our government. 

The formation of handwriting received considerable at- 
tention. New York offered many facilities for the study 
: of foreign languages. Of these Italian and German most 
bt an attracted me. I left school at the age of 16 with a 
mental determination to add to my siender stock of 
knowledge by a strenuous pursuit of studies at home. In 
this I was fortunate to have the assistance of a very 
competent tutor. 

In the days of my youth. young ladies usually went 
into society at the age of 18. Balis were given in pri- 
vate houses, the strictly fashionable circle of that time 
being small enough to make this possible. For these 

. occasions the parlor carpets were usually removed, the 
floor smooth planed and sometimes adorned with designs 
in colored chalk. The rooms were lit with wax candies, 
and the number of these was much considered in the 
estimation of the eptertainment given. I remember a 
bachelor who was wont to pervade the ball rooms of 
my youth wearing a very serious expression of coun- 
tenance. One might have supposed him to be occupied 
with reflections upon the vanity of the scene before him. 
it was presently ascertained that he busied himself with 
counting the number of the lights, as he would address 
himself to one or other of the guests, saying: “There 
are just 150 candies in these rooms.

AN INTERESTING EXPERIMENT. 

That a smal! quantity of water, say half a pint, may 
be made to burst a strong cask, seems a startling state- 
m to make, and yet it is true. It is a well-known law 
of physics that the pressure exerted by liquids increases 
in proportion to their depth. Suppose, therefore, that 
we have a strong cask, filled with water, and standing 
on end. The staves of this cask may be made to burst 
apart by adding a very small quantity of water to what 
is already in the cask. 

As the cask is already full, some way of adding the 
water must be devised. To do this, a hole is bored in 
the end, or head of the cask, and a long tube of small 
diameter is inserted upright. At the upper end of the 
tube is a small funnel, into which water is poured until 
the tube becomes full, and when that point is reached 
the cask will burst. 

This seems almost incredible, but it is only a demon- 
stration of the law that has been cited. When the water 
is poured into the tube it unites with the water in the 
cask, and the depth of the water is several times as 
great as it was in the cask alone. The fact that there is 
only a small quantity of water in the tube makes no 
difference, for it is now all one body, and its depth is 
gauged from the top of the tube to the bottom of the 
cask. 

As a matter of fact, this experiment is only an 
artificial reproduction of what we know takes place in 
nature. Some of her greatest convulsions are caused 
by this very process. Suppose, for example, that there 
is a great mass of rock, under which there is a cavity 
filled with water that has no outlet. Suppose, moreover, 
that there is a crack extending from the surface of the 
ground through this mass of rock to the water-filled 
cavity underneath, 

A rock in this condition is a common thing in nature; 
the crack being caused by some disturbance of the earth, 
or by its splitting in the natural order of things. Now, 
when it rains enough to fil) that crack, thus increasing 
the depth of water in the cavity, the pressure will be- 
come so great that the rock will be torn into a hundred 
fragments. 


A CEMENT FOR CHINA. 

Take a solution of gum arabic and stir in enough 
plaster of paris to make a soft paste. This is quite col- 
orless and holds china excellently. For very delicate 
china some people tie the pieces carefully in place with 
tapes, stand in a saucepan of cold milk and very slowly 
heat to boiling point and then remove the saucepan back 
from the fire and let the china stay in for about five 
minutes after which it is carefully lifted out and place@ 
on a shelf till dry.

HOW A CANNY SOUTH SEA ISLANDER 
GOT EVEN.

ITH a lively recollection of my first meeting with 
Hemmingway Paget, I made it a point to look 
/ him up when the second opportunity came. The 
Pacific Prince—chartered transport in the United States

HE abduction of Miss Elien M. Stone by Bulgarian 
Turks has aroused the indigngtion of the civilized 
world, and at the same time it demands that at- 
tention be given to the Bulgarian pedple that we 
may learn what sort of country they dwell in and what 
manner of beings they are who dare offer this affront 
to the progress and prosperity of the nineteenth century. 

Bulgaria is merely a tributary principality under the 
| rule of the Sultan of Turkey. Prince Ferdinand of Bul- 
garia, Duke of Saxony, visited the Eastern European 
powers in 1897, hoping to receive such sympathy, as- 
sistance, interest and assurance of support as would 
enable him to establish an independent government. 
Failing in his mission he visited Constantinople and 
paid court to the Sultan. 

Prince Ferdinand is allowed an autonomous govern- 
ment, consisting of a Grand Sobranje, or Parliament, 
containing 157 members, while the executive power is 
vested in a council of eight ministers nominated by the 
Prince. But the abduction of Miss Stone and the cir- 
cumstances connected with it prove that the Porte will 
shield itself by placing the blame upon its latest and 
most obedient vassal, and it also proves how helpless and 
subservient are Prince Ferdinand and his people. The 
Porte declares that it was Bulgarians who stole Miss 
Stone and therefore the Sultan is in no wise respon- 
sible for the unfriendly act. 

In that case Bulgaria should be an independent king- 
dom, and should have the support of Eastern Europe and 
all the other free nations; for if Prince Ferdinand re- 
ceives no benefits, he should be sustained in refusing to 
ones tribute-money or acknowledging suzerainty to the 

Itan. 

The Bulgarians in general are a race of independent, 
peace-loving, honest and industrious people. They have 
been misruled, misguided and maltreated even since the 
fourteenth century, when they came under the direct 
rule of the tyrannica] Turk. Prior to that time the Bul- 
garian Kings were patrons of learning and letters, many 
of them highly educated and literary men themselves. 

The rich caravan trade that was carried on between Asia 
and Europe passed through their borders, thus bringing 
wealth and intercourse with people from foreign lands. 
The remains of the old entrepdt for the merchandise 
conveyed by these came! caravans may yet be seen in 
the ancient and and interesting city of Soffa, the present 
capital of Bulgaria. 

The ruins of the vast square emporium, resembling 
more an amphitheater than a storehouse, still shows the 
dimensions and attests to the great size of the edifice. 
Three vaulted galleries range one upon another as they 
encircle a hollow square. 

Sofia has many objects of interest; mosques, with 
their minarets, the Royal .Palace and many gardens, 
all have their attractions, but to the stranger the circle 
of modern forts that defend the city is perhaps of great- 
est interest; for in all Bulgaria there are but two cities 
that are fortified, Sofia in the southwestern part, and 
Widin, on the Danube in the northern part. 

The mountains of the Balkan range, which form the 
southern boundary of the province, is infested by the 
heyducs, or robbers, men who are descendants of those 
independent spirits grown desperate through Turkish 
tyranny, and who fied to the mountains to await deliv- 
erance from Moslem rule or die outcasts and robbers. 
These are the men who perhaps abducted Miss Stone and 
have Meld her prisoner, subject to ransom. They are 
wild herdsmen, with gruff manners. Their dwellings 
are caves or rough huts. Their clothing comprises a 
short capote frequently made of goat skin, sometimes 
with sleeves, but more frequently without. They wind 
their legs in awkward bands of woolen stuff, which gives 
them a clumsy appearance. Their trousers and tunic 
are of course woolen goods, and the latter is held in 
place by a broad belt. They shave their heads like their 
t@rtar ancestors, leaving a great tuft of thick black 
growth on the crown, and this they divide into two 

These mountaineers are seldom cruel, their principal 
alm is to obtain money rather than inflict revenge or 
make a display of cruelty and murder. 

The true Bulgarians are of Finnish blood and Slavonic 
tongue. Through oppression they have become a nation 
of patient, frugal, plodding, pastoral people with little 
left of the formidable character that once so predomi- 
nated in their natures. Their country extends from the 
famous biue Danube River, south to the towering Balkan 
mountains; from the banks of the Black Sea, west to the 
boundary line of Servia. In it, there are seven provinces, 
and about as many towns of real importance. Sofia has 
been the capital since the treaty of Berlin in 1878, when 
Turkey allowed Bulgaria the privilege of a Clristian 
governmént and the dignity of a national militia. Sofia 
has a military academy, a public library, and a university 
with three faculties; that of mathematics and physics, 
history and philology, and law. 

Education is nominally obligatory in Bulgaria between 
the ages of 8 and 12. And military service is likewise 
obligatory after the age of 20, with the provision that 
a mussulman may buy himself off, and an infirm man 
must pay a military tax for ten years. 

There is less than a thousand miles of railway in Bul- 
garia, and yet there are over 2,250,000 inhabitants of the 
principality. The land is productive and the people are 
not pitiably poor; though as the result of a crushed 
spirit and a lack of progressive instinct, they shrink 
from intercourse with other nations, and literally hide 
from view. They build no roads, and the little vilayets 
or celos of the Bulgarians are nothing more than a 
grouping of savage huts. They are tucked out of sight

Sometimes the style of architecture differs in so much 
that the house is sunk below the level of the ground 
with only a conical roof of thatch or of branches of 
trees protruding above. If the house is sunk, the cow- 
pen is sunk, likewise all other habitations within the 
eourt. 

The Bulgarians are scrupulously neat and clean, a 
characteristic due to the indefatigable energy of the 
baba or housewife. The women are remarkable also for 
their beauty and notable for their chastity. They have 
magnificent eyes and luxuriant bair, and are passionately 
fond of flowers and cheap jewelry, a circumstance that 
may come from the mixture of gypsy blood that has 
crept in during the years of intercourse with these roam- 
ing tribes who have for ages infested the lowlands of 
the Danube. 

In the fourteenth century the Bulgarian nobles seized 
large bands of roving gypsies and reduced them to the 
most miserable aad cruel slavery. These poor wretches, 
at once interesting and attractive, yet people without 
country or history, without written language or religion, 
without tradition or fixed habitation, merely baits of 
worthless lawless vagabonds, display a bond of brotherly 
love and a pertinacity of race that palliates many an 
offense against natural law. The gypsy bands are nu- 
merous in the vicinty of Plevna and Windin, two im- 
portant Bulgarian towns on the Danube, while the 
brigands dwell in the mountains near Sofia. 

Strange that the peaceable, industrious, sober-minded 
Bulgarians should be bemmed in by Turkish brigands 
and v gypsies.

This fly- 
ing cage is arched over at the top, it being some twelve 
feet from the top of the arch to the ground, so that the 
birds may have plenty of room for flying. The netting 
which covers this framework is of about half-inch square - 
mesh and rather coarse in texture. 

This much of a description of the structure of the cage 
is given beeause Mrs. Pomeroy’s aviary represents the 
typical bird house. 

A list of the birds in Mrs. Pomeroy’s aviary comprises 
the following: Talking minor, a rare and very hand- 
some specimen from East India; European song thrushes, 
stone thrushes, blue thrushes, and black thrushes; bilack- 
cap warblers, skylarks, English robin redbreasts, gold- 
finches, chaffinches, siskins and Pekin nightingales. All 
these birds are famous songsters, or noted for their 
beautiful plumage. There are also about fifty varieties 
of African and Australian finches, among them sume 
beautiful specimens of Lady Gould, Paradise, and Atlas 
finches. A number of Japanese nuns and Society birds 
add interest to the collection, besides several varieties 
of native birds.

A DREAM OF BEAUTY FROM THE FIRST 
GLIMPSE TO THE LAST.

ride from the City of Mexico to Cuernavaca frst

Here you may climb the 
steep, slippery hiliside and take a snapshot gt some 
peon huts made of long dry grass kept from blowing 
away by a few pine branches. The lord of the manor 
will be standing outside in statuesque attitude (there 
wouldn't be room for him to stand erect inside) and even 
the turkey staked out by a string will pose for you. 

Tres Marias has a pretty tale of 
Three Marys) was acquired. Cortes named the three 
peaks, conspicuous from this 
Christ, Mary the mother of Salome, and Mary Magda- 
lene, but the poor Indians fresh from heathendom, un- 
able to grasp such fine distinctions, called them collec- 
tively “Las Tres Marias.” 

Cuernavaca is a dream of beauty from the first glimpse 
to the last. The narrow streets are steep and winding, 
paved with cobblestones and washed clean by the trop- 
ical torrents that flow through them when it rains. The 
burro is ubiquitous, an all-pervading clement of every 
scene. The adobe houses have red-tiled roofs with pro- 
jecting eaves, and are colored red, blue, pink or yellow 
according to the fancy of the owner. Vegetation runs 
riot. Coffee, honeysuckle, poinsettias, and mangos 
crowd the patios and public squares and tumble over the 
garden walls choking up the narrow lanes in the suburbs. 

Even in winter one does not care to sally forth into 
the sun during the middle of the day, but the morning 
and late afternoon are delightful. 

Cuernavaca is a favorite resort for the American resi- 
dents of Mexico and there are American hotels and 
boarding places, but we chose a Mexican hotel. The 
great airy bedrooms had uncarpeted brick floors and 
our host furnished one tallow dip for light. The dinners 
were excellent, judged by a Mexican standard, but what 
really attracted us to this particular inn was its beautiful 
garden just back of the cathedral, comanding a view of 


' 


the cathedral dome said by the artist, F. E. Church, who 
spent many winters in Cuernavaca, to be the most perfect 
dome he had seen in Mexico. Alas! we could also see the 
tower of a “renovated” chapel in the same inciosure, 
pert, aggressive, looking for all the world like the top of 
a fancy cake in a pastry shop. 

‘This magnificent old cathedral was founded by the, 
Franciscans in 1529. The outside is imposing with 
many quaint architectural surprisesgamong others a 
fiying buttress of unique design. The interior has a 
single great nave. We were so fortunate as to witness 
the blessing of palms on Vaim cCunday. The Indians 
came in throngs, their dark skins contrasting well with 
the spotless white cotton garments enlivened by red 
sashes which were worn by the men and the women's 
pink calico skirts and the blue rebozas. Instead of 
palms they brought branches of willow tied full of flow- 
ers. There were no seats, so the people knelt on the 
stone floor. The effect was curiously: like a garden 
with the reverent dark faces among the flowers. Some 
drenched their boughs with holy water after the service 
to make assurance doubly sure; then they were taken 
home to be nailed over the doorway to protect the house 
from lightning for a year. 

Cuernavaca is rich in historical associations. The 
whole valley is part of the vast estate bestowed on Cor- 
tez by the Emperor, Chares V. The palace, which Cor- 
tez built over three centuries and a half ago, is now used 
for the State government building, a quaint affair, com- 
manding magnificent vistas from its arched corridors. 
A tablet marks the room where the patriot Morelos, “the 
hero of a hundred battles,” was held a prisoner by the 
Royalists during the struggle for independence at the 
beginning of the country. 

Cortez was the first to begin the culture of the sugar- 
cane in Mexico. Tourists always ride out about three 
miles to Tlaltenango, his old hacienda, where the manu- 
facture of sugar is still carried on. The jrip is made on 
burros saddled with a sort of rocking chair and not pro- 
vided with bridles. You sit on the burro and the “burro- 
boy” does the rest. This is a fortunate arrangement, as 
the animals respond not at all to kicks, blows, threats 
or reproaches in English or Spanish. Yet the wonderful 
burro-boy merely by the magic of his voice can keep 
them at a wild gallop characterized by an amount of 
jolting entirely out of proportion to the speed attained 
and which strews the road with hairpins. On these ex- 
cursions, tourists always wear “Cuernavaca hats,” such 
as are used by the peons of this part of the country beside 
which the ordinary Mexican sombrero is as askwil cap.

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HOME OF HOMESPUNS. 


REVIVAL OF THE OLDEST OF IRISH 
INDUSTRIES BY ORDER OF QUEEN. 


By a Special Contributor. 


nemara looms and spimning wheels are busy manu- 
facturing homespuns for royal wearers. The kings 
and queens of Europe have decided that these manufac- 
tures are fit for court attire, and the peasants of the 
north and west of Ireland are reaping a golden harvest. 

Two years ago Queen Victoria ordered a large quan- 
tity of Irish home-made woolens. This immediately 
created an outside interest in the goods and a few weeks 
sufficed to set all the idle looms in motion. Orders are 
now being received from every city in Europe, and sev- 
eral lots have been exported to the United States. A 
large order recently came from Persia, and even in Aus- 
tralia the homespun is not unknown. The peasants are 
rapidly becoming prosperous compared with their cir- 
cumstances a few years ago. The new market for their 
goods has claimed every yard they manufacture, so that 
while royaity flaunts the homespun, the cottiers are con- 
tent with the cheaper mill artcle. . 

For hundreds of years the peasantry of Ireland clothed 
themselves in garments of their own manufactul?. Less 
than fifty years ago no wedding was complete without a 
spinning wheel heading the list of presents from the 
parents of the hyide. Even in “poor ould Ireland,” how- 
ever, machinery has made such strides that had Queen 
Victoria delayed much longer in placing the first royal 
order for the homespun, the sound of the loom would 
not now be heard in the land. As it is, old wheels are 
being dusted and renovated; fingers that had i{most 
forgotten the @uties required of them are being quick- 
ened again to work, and young bends are rapidly beeom- 
ing expert with practice. 

The accompanying pictures are. illustrative of the 
homespun industry. An attempt has been made to con- 
vey an impression of the people engaged in the work, 
and also the houses in which they live. The workers 
are quite as interesting as the study of the cloth they 
manufacture, and their abodes are always a great at- 
traction to the tourist. 

Donegal is the center of the present activity in home- 
spun circles, and the cotiages along the mountain sides 
are filled with the hum of busy workers. The entire 
family spend the winter months at reel, wheel and loom. 
When the days lengthen and the sun grows more genia! 
work on the little patch of ground necessitates a de-

Predictions have been made to the effect that the 
homespun industry will again spread over the whole of 
Ireland. Little surprise will be caused by this, at least 
to those who have followed the growth of the lace in- 
dustry during the past few years. In many districts it 
has been almost impossible to engage servants on ac- 
count of their being busily employed working the most 
costly Irish lace and other kinds of fancy needlework. 
Schools have been established at different centers of pop- 
ulation for instruction in lace work, and as many as 
fifty pupils attend single seminaries daily. Special sales 
of Irish home-made products have been held with great 
success in London, Dublin and Belfast. 

The lace and homespun industries are closely allied, 


THE OLD SPINNER. 


The peasants of the south have practically a monopoly 
of the lace business, while the homespun weaving cen- 
ters in the north. Years ago large quantities of woolen 
fabrics were manufactured near Belfast, but the cottage 
looms have long since been ousted by the big factories 
employing thousands of men and women. 
Most of the homespuns are sold to the merchants of 
the many smal! villages dotting the country. They are 
then purchased in bulk by the big retailer, who receives 
orders from all parts of the world. At present an at- 
tempt is being made to deal directly with the people 
without the interference of the middleman. As there is 
every chance of its succeeding, it is to be earnestly 
hoped that the weavers themselves will reap the profits.

THE HOUSE BEAUTIFUL.

To Brighten a Dull Room. . 
7 F., Piru City, writes: “I would like to ask some 
advice of you through The Sunday Times as to a 
“room that is giving me trouble. It is a small 
room, 9x16 feet, used for a bedroom and sitting-room. 
There is a window in the eastern end and an outside

An Anonymous Money Sender. 


HE money sender of Greenwich has apparently 

started on a tour of Connecticut. The mystery of 
bilis enclosed in envelopes without a word to indicate 
their source or the purpose of the sender started at 
Greenwich, where merchants and others received remit- 
tances of various small sums through the mails. 
- The man who is taking all this trouble to get rid of 
his money has, at least, puzzled a whole State, and 
there are those who think that is all his purpose in mak- 

ing these anonymous donations. His joke, if it is a 
joke, bas the advantage of being immensely satisfactory 
to the victims. 

His reason can hardly be charitable, as most of those 
who have received money from him are well-to-do busi- 
ness men. After distributing his largess in Greenwich 
for a day or two the money sender began to favor 
Bridgeport, and on Saturday his beneficence extended 
to this city. 

In the mail that reached here Saturday morning was 
a large brown envelope addressed to the Waterbury 
Buckie Company. When it was opened there was found 
inside two ten-dollar bills and one five, wrapped in a 
clipping from a Bridgeport newspaper, giving an ac- 
count of the mysterious distribution of currency through 
the maiis. 

. The letter was stamped in the Bridgeport postoffice 
8 a.m., and was received in Waterbury at ll am. Some 
underlined words in the clipping may give a clew to 
the motive of the Connecticut mystery. The newspaper 
article was as follows: 

An expert in handwriting is very much desired by 
several Greenwich merchants and others to discover 
who the anonymous person is who is sending money by 
mail to them without any word to tell what it is for or 
whom it is from. Some think that the money is by 
some conscience-stricken person who has determined at 
& late date to settie his indebtedness, and others say that 
it must be some crazy person who knows not the value 
of the $2, $5 and $10 bills he distributes. A few think 
it is the unusa] method of a charitable person to dis- 
tribute his wealth in business channels. 

The words “Some think that the money is from some 
conscience-stricken person who has determined at a late 
date to settle his indebtedness,” were heayily under- 
scored. The officials of the Waterbury Buckle Company 
are unable to discover any one whose conscience could 
be eased by sending them $25 and would be much 
obliged if the unknown would give them more light.

A Manufactured Fuel. 


GALLUP, N. M., correspondent of the Albuquerque 

Citizen says that the Colorado Fuel and iron Com- 
pany is making good progress in the erection of a 
briquette plant in that city. The Citizen says: 

“About twenty-five men are employed in the construc- 
tion work and the placing of machinery, and if every- 
thing works as smoothly as it is planned, the plant will 
be in operation by the middie of January. The briquette 
plant is a new invention and has been experimented with 
in a small way for some time, but the managers confess 
they do not thoroughly understand how to secure the 
best results, and as a consequence they are sparing neither 
time nor money to make it perfect. They term this an 
experimental plant, and in the event they succeed in 
‘putting it on a paying basis they expect to place in this 

. vicinity a plant which will cost them $500,000. When 
the present structure is complete and the machinery ad- 
justed they will have expended some forty odd thousand 

‘dollars, and to keep this sized plant in operation it will 
require about 100 men working an eight-hour day in the 
mine and twenty-five men in the building. The object of 

‘the company is to utilize the slack coa) that is screened 
at the mine, and should the amount of slack be suf- 
ficient for the constant operation of the plant, larger coal 
can be used to profitable advantage. It has. been claimed 
the by-products—carbon gas, ammonia and a small 
amount of benzine—will more than pay the cost of the 
operation of the plant, and the briquettes, Which are 
three-inch cubes, will be in great demand when once on 
the market. Today the engineers of the Santa Fé Pa- 
cific were in this city and were engaged in the work of 
running surveys for a new spur from the main line to 
the briquette works. About four bundred tons of slack 

. will be reduced to briquettes each day during the ex- 
perimental campaign. The establishment of this kind of 
works means volumes for the future welfare of Gallup.”

The Orange Outlook. 


HE TIMES recently published a carefully-prepared 

The California 
Cultivator has the following further remarks on this 
subject: 

“The general manager of one of the fruit car lines, 
estimating the orange crop for this season, places it as 
follows: Southern California, 26,000 cars; Porterville, 
700 cars: Palermo, 400 cars; Florida, 3000 cars; a total 
of 30,100 cars, as against 25,300 last season. This esti- 
mate applies to oranges only. 

“F. Q. Story, vice-president of the Southern California 
Fruit. Exchange, places the Southern California crop at 
20,000 cars. 

“F. J. Harrigan, secretary of the Fay Fruit Company, 
places his estimates at somewhere near last season's out- 
put. Other shipping firms place the crop at from 24,000 
to 26,000 cars. 

“The fact is, however, that it is too early to closely 

estimate the crop and there are too many pussible con- 
tingencies for any really accurate estimates. The very 
large percentage of ‘splits’ will prove more serious than 
is at present realized, for in many sections this has been 
especially bad. 

“Prices, however, should rule high. The great pros- 
perity of the country, coupled with the short apple crop, 
is bound to make a large demand for citrus fruits, and, 
with the promized ample supply of cars, better time for 

‘ shipments and consequently improved condition of fruit 
on arrival at its destination, the orange grower should 
reap very substantial returns for his skill and labor.

Give them 
plenty of water to keep them free and give them as 
much air as the proprieties will allow.

Underwear ought to be loose 
enough to allow some air to circulate over the body. 

“Going back to that open window, the lungs need a 
bath as well as the body. They will get it while the 
body gets its bath; but, as a cold preventive, I'd strongly 
recommend a little special jung bath. Get out of bed and 
before you try your calisthenics, put on a warm woolen 


robe, lean out of the open window and for five minutes 


inhale deep long breaths of the cold air, filling every 


small cell of your lungs. By the way, don't forget that’ 


a habit of deep thorough breathing, not only during the 
morning five minutes, but all the time will do as much 
toward enabling one to resist cold as any one thing. If 
one feels chilled when in the open air, a few minutes of 
extra deep breathing will usually expand the lungs, in- 
crease the heart action and send the blood tingling and 
the chill flying.

“Water taken internally, as well as externally, is a 
good cold preventive. We don’t drink enough water. 
Every one should drink several glasses of water between 
breakfast and luncheon, several more between 
luncheon and dinner and at least two glasses at night. 
The water shouldn't be iced. If, in spite of precautions, 
one feels that one has taken cold, it is a very wise thing 
to stay in for a day and drink a tremendous quantity of 
water. It carries off the poison, clears the system. A 
laxative is excellent in choking off a cold, but one 
mustn't upset oneself with a big cathartic. The water 
and a liberal indulgence in fruit, particularly apples and 
figs, will usually accomplish the result without disturb- 
ing the digestive apparatus as most cathartics do. 

“A Turkish bath, followed by an alcohol rub, will 
sometimes break up an incipient cold. Personally, I be- 
lieve that two or three oxygen treatments will do won- 
ders with even a stubborn cold. I don’t give them, but 
there are plenty of reliable places where | can send my 
patients for oxygen treatments. . 

“To sum it all up. Don’t take cold. Live rationally 
and take sane precautions against cold. If you do catca 
cold take it at the start. Don't let it run on a day; nip 
it in the bud. Try all the natural cures, water, fruit, 
alcohol bath, spray, oxygen, anything but medicine. If 
you have to come to medicine go to a good doctor and 
don't fool with medicines recommended by friends. If 
everybody followed these rules it might break up our 
practice, but I've serene confidence in the folly of man- 
kind. That folly will always keep our profession go- 


ing.” 


Open-air Treatment of Consumption. 


HE sensible fresh-air treatment for consumption is 

rapidly growing in favor, and wonderful results have 
been achieved by this means. Up in the Rocky Moun- 
tains, in Colorado, a tract of ten acres was recently pur- 
chased and improved for a “consumptive ranch,” where 
the invalids live entirely in the open air, using tents for 
inclement weather. They support themselves by rais- 
ing fruits, vegetables, etc., and at the same time ac- 
quire renewed health. It is proposed to extend the en- 
terprise until the consumptives’s ranch includes a thou- 
sand acres, making room for hundreds of invalids. 

This is a big improvement over the common practice 
of consumptives coming out West and taking positions 
in stores or offices, where they not only do themselves 
no good, but sometimes infect others. It need scarcely 
be added that. there is no section of the world better 
adapted to this outdoor life than Southern California. 
There is plenty of cheap mountain land to be had, which 
would make excellent sites for consumptive homes. 
Where agriculture is not possible, let the invalids en- 
gage in the occupation of bee keeping, which does not 
involve great muscular exertion. = 


How Frozen Meat Deteriorates. 
T HE Sanitary Record has the following on this sub- 
ject: 


“Meats frozen and kept in cold sterage for long 
periods do not undergo organic changes in the ordinary 
sense—that is, they do not putrefy, soften, or smell bad, 
but they certainly do deteriorate in some intangible 
way. After a certain time frozen meat loses some life 
principle essential to its nourishing quality. Such meat 
lacks flavor; it is not well digested or assimilated. Its 
savoriess condition cannot be remedied or successfully 
disguised by the use of sauces and condiments. Those 
who eat cold storage food for any length of time de- 
velop diarrhoeal disorders, lose in weight, and would 
eventually starve to death unless a change of diet was 
made. The same reasoning applies to tinned fruits and 
vegetables. They should not be used after a certain 
period has elapsed. Especially should people be warned 
against using stale eggs and old milk and cream. Milk 
and cream are kept for days, rancid butter is washed 
and treated chemically, but all food, and especially cold 


storage food, is damaged by long keeping, and will not 
nourish the body properly. There is the greatest -

food, but it does not satisfy.”

WILD GEESE OF THIS COAST.

OME weeks ago, in speaking of our ducks, I also 

mentioned the fact that several species of geese 

came as migrants to our shores in winter, and as 

the time when they are most numerous is now with us, 

we may turn to them for a few moments with profit. 

Inasmuch as one variety of swan appears among the 

geese, it may be well to consider our lone representative 
of that long-necked family first. 

The three swans found in the United States (the 

_ whooping, the whistling and the trumpeter) are em-

subfamily known as the cygninae, from 
cygnus.aswan. Above and beyond this, 
the same order and family as the ducks 
are much larger birds than the largest 
Many varietics of these birds are found 
hout the world from the red-billed swan, which 
cestor of the domestic bird, to the famous 
k swans of Australia. In all ages, the swan has 
an object of admiration, on account both of its 
finely-formed body and iis beautiful plumage, though 
its flesh is very poor, both as to flavor and as to tender- 


The trumpeter swan is our only visitor, and he ap- 
pears regularly, though in smal! numbers, during each 
fall and spring on most of our marshes. Specimens of 
this bird are frequently brought to local taxidermists 
for mounting, while now and then one is offered for 
sale among a bunch of geese in the market. The nest- 

“tng place of the swans, together with the geese and 
many of the ducks, is far to the north, usually within 
the Arctic circle. There, in a hollow scraped in the 
bare ground, from four to nine big, greenish-yellow eggs 
are laid. The development of the young birds hatched 
from these eggs is necessarily very rapid, as birds of 
the spring must be ready for the fall migrations to the 
south ward. 

_ Of geese, there are, within the confines of the United 
States alone, not far from fourteen species, including 
the brants, so familiar to early settlers in the Missis- 
sippi Valley. In addition to these, a couple of tree 
ducks are found in this group, one of which, the ful- 
vous tree-duck, is common about our marshes, in win- 
ter. 

To return to our geese: Probably their most plentiful 

representative on our shores is the lesser snow goose, 

which is the species offered most often for sale in our

markets. It is claimed by farmers that this bird does 
considerable damage to crops of alfalfa and even to 
grain. This latter statement is undoubtedly true in 
the north-central part of California, but | hardly think 
it holds good as far south as Los Angeles. Most of us 
remember the story of the band of geese that once saved 
Rome from a night attack by the Gauls. The wild 
goose is far from being the acme of stupidity which the 
tame goose has been charged with being. Their sight 
is sharp and piercing. their hearing acute, and I am 
sure anyone who has ever tried to stalk a band of 
geese will agree with me that their watchfulmess is 
never at fault. Like the crows, when eating or sleeping 
they place a sentinel out on some elevation, where, 
with extended head and far-seeing eye, he may over- 
look the surrounding landscape, giving warning with a 
prolonged hiss to the rest of the flock whenever danger 
appears.

SOME INTERESTING LEGENDS PERTAINING To 


OUR MOUNTAIN PEAKS.

It is a popular idea that America is not old enough to 
have developed a legendary era, and that myths and 
legends which lend suc: a romantic interest to travel 
in the Old World are nwt found associated with places 
or localities in our country. 

How different the facts! We have our Catskill 
our version of the “home of thunder,” our tales of “night- 
riders,” and our cliffs and mountains around which cling 
Stories and legends as romantic and vivid as any weird 
tales from northern seas ever published. 

Since the beginning of time mountain peaks have been 
regarded by man with awe and reverence, and it is little 
wonder then that the lofty Mount Shasta is regarded 
by the California Indians as the first part of the world 


According to the legrnd, the Great Spirit cast a rock 
downward through the floor of heaven, and where the 
rock stopped he threw wore rocks with earth and snow 
and ice, until the masu had attained such height that 


he could step from the sky upon the summit of the moun-. - 


tain peak. Placing His hands upon the mountain sides, 
he caused forests to spring up: He filled the running 
streams with fish, and, s~jhering leaves from the trees, 
He breathed upon them and created birds which now 
Gli all the world with sweetness and song. 

Looking upon His handiwork, He saw that it was 
good, and that the world was a joyous place in which 
to dwell, so He hollowed Mount Shasta into a wigwam. 
Within its mighty walls He dwelt for centuries, the 
smoke of His lodge fire being often seen pouring from 
out the mountain top, long before the white man came 
to disturb His habitation. 

As with the ancient Greeks, the Siwash of the North- 
west, invest the world of tree, cliff and mountain with 
spirityal intelligence, and when, in the long ago, fire and 
stone burst from Mount Hood and Mount Tacoma, they 
believed that the guardian spirits of these two moun- 
tains were engaged in mighty conflict.

CIRCASSIAN UMBRELLAS, 


THESE AND AFGHAN FANS ARE THE PRIME 
NOVELTIES OF THE SEASON.

The effete East and notably Circassia has contributed 
a number of delightful novelties to the list of luxurious 
appointments in the well-dressed woman's toilet. Not 
the richest carved ivory, or jewel-studded art nouveau 
umbrella handles from Paris command as much admir- 
ing attention this winter as those that are imported 
from the land hitherto chiefly famous for the good looks 
of its women. These handles are of highly-finished, 
palm-polished, dry cedar wood, into which, with con- 
summate art and patience, tiny silver wire nails are 
driven so that their small, flattened heads describe an 
intricate and graceful design. 

Since time immemorial the peasants of Circassia have 
been decorating the handles of their walking staves, 
household implements and even their field and carpen- 
tering tools in this charming manner. Only recently an 
Eastern traveler discovered the beauty and-utility of this 
delicate and artistic work, and so keen has become “the 
demand for Circassian nail decoration that peasant work- 
ers have been taken to London and Paris and New York 
on the pay roll of firms who supply the trade with nov- 
elties. 

Many of these men have never worn other than a 
sheepskin coat all their lives and like the rug weavers 
of Persia and Turkey invent their designs as they £0 
along, Without following any fixed pattern. Only the 
Circassian who has learned the art of driving in the 
tiny silver wires ffom his father before him knows how 
this feat can be accomplished with perfect precision and 
finish, and though the cedar staffs when complete are 
light of weight and delicately fanciful of pattern, they 
are so admirably treated that the decorgtion will out- 
last a half dozen generations. | 

When the Circassian has done his work the staff is 
then mounted in taffeta that is treated with an oil prep- 
aration to render it more completely waterproof, and 
the owner’s initials, cut in Roman letters of silver, are 
fastened on at the base of the handle. , 

Besides the Circassian umobrelia handles we are being 
sent the most charming little fans from ‘Afghanistan. 
These are small, with sticks of shell, of bone-stained 
brown or green, of the very thinnest strips of pierced sil- 
ver. The mounting is done, with breast feathers of east- 
ern birds, arranged in o e and oriental designs, and 
there is every likelihood that cupids painted on gauze, 
spangles and even point late fans will temporarily at 
least disappear before the importations from Afghani- 
stan. 

To Lady Curzon of Kedelston is due the credit of bring- 
ing out a perfume that is new in the West though long 
known in the East. The perfume was given the Vice- 
rene of India by a wealthy Rajah, who wanted to send 
the Vicerene a souvenir.

TALL CHIMNEYS. 


THE CONSTRUCTION OF THE GREAT STACKS Is 
A SPECIALTY IN BUILDING. 


{New York Tribune:] The development of manufac- 
turing industries in the vicinity of Manhattan is slowly 
but surely putting the crowded island in a frame of sky- 
scraping chimneys. All along the Brooklyn side of the 
East River a continuous chain of factories shows tow- 
ering smokestacks, and the same is true of the Bronx 
side of the Hariem. Hardly a month passes but some new 
factory goes up on the New Jersey side of the Hudson. 
and at Bayonne and Constable Hook there is a regiment 
of tall chimneys. 

On the island there are evidences of a frame within a 
frame, for along both rivers factories, breweries and 
power-houses of various sorts are finding room in spite 
of the high valuation of real estate. Their chimneys 
are springing into the air as if by magic and becoming 
@ decided feature of the landscape. At Seventy-fifth 
street and the East River a quartet of sky-scraping 
chimneys towers over the new power-house of the Man- 
hattan Railway Company. They are 278 feet high, and 
combine to form the most striking chimney exhibit in 
this city. 

“Chimney building is rapidly becoming a specialt 
the United States,” said a builder of chimneys “4 : 
Tribune reporter recently. “It has long been considered 
so in Europe, and the contractors for big factories would 
not think of having their own masons build the chim- 
neys. We were slow to grasp the idea that better re- 
sults could be obtained by making chimney building a 
specialty, and that much time could be saved by train- 
ing masons for chimney work and nothing else. Of 
course, many builders still follow old methods, and their 
regular bricklayers erect quadrangular and octangular 
chimneys, and even round ones, which do withstand the 
violence of storms and the wear of weather.” 

Most of the very chimneys which have been erected 
about this city in the last few years have been round, 
and many of them built after the European method 
perfected by Alphons Custodis and adopted by the Cer- 
man and Russian governments. The tallest chimney in 
the United States, the one which towers for 365 feet over 
the works of the Orford Copper Company at Constable 
Hook, was built on the Custodis plan, in a surpris- 
ingly short time. The four big chimneys for the Man- 
hattan Railway Company's power-house were completed 
within six months. The secret of this speed lies not only 
in the employment of specially-trained workmen, but in 
using perforated radial bricks. 


ney-building development. The perforations vary ac- 
cording to the length of the brick and are vertical in di- 
rection. The external faces of the bricks are 6% inches 
wide by 4 inches in height. The sides are determined 
by drawing the radia] lines to the center of the circle 
in which it is assumed the bricks will lie. This does 
away with the troublesome work of cutting, which made 
round chimney building with common bricks such a 
task. Besides the bricks for each level are stamped with 
a number indicating to what level they belong. 

In building a high chimney the frst consideration is 
the foundation, an engineering problem which must be 
worked out with freat care. The exterior of the chimpey 
takes its circular form some distance above the floor 
level, and the thickness of the radial work decreases 
gradually by levels. For instance, in a 218-foot chimney 
recently built at Camden, N. J., the thickness of the 
brick work of the first level was 26 inches, and the level 
extended upward 13 feet 10 inches. The successive lev- 
els were each 16 feet 5 inches in height, and the thickness 
diminished from 22 inches to 7% inches at the top. 

Modern chimney builders work from the inside on a 
wooden platform, which is raised as the work proceeds. 
The material is hoisted in buckets by a steam engine. 


which the men work. The men who build the chimneys 
do not consider their work particularly dangerous, and 
accidents are infrequent. The building companies, how- 
ever, usually refuse to employ men who are heavy dripk- 
ers, for there is nothing to keep them from falling from 
the working platform. 


sign can be worked out to mathematical accuracy, 
so well do the builders know where each brick goes. 
Some of the chimneys erected recently have the factory 
name or initial worked out in colored brick, as well as 
decorative work at the top and bottom. 


“PHYSIOLOGICAL ZERO.” 

Prof. Charlies Lincoln Edwards of the natural history 
department at Trinity College has been making experi- 
ments for the last two years to determine the “physi- 
ological zero” for the egg of the common fowl. He has 
completed his investigations and they will shortly be 
published in a detailed report. 

This egg was the first subject for embryological re- 
search by the fathers of the science, such as Von Baer 
and Harvey, and has been studied more than that of any 
other animal, as presenting the greatest possibilities 
for exhaustive investigation. In the literature of the 
subject two authors, Dareste and Rauber, give the 
physiological zero, or lowest temperature of successful 
incubation, at 28 deg. and 25 deg., respectively, but their 
conclusions were so evidently based on theoretical cal- 
culation that about two years ago Dr. Edwards under- 
took an extended investigation of the matter. During 
the last summer, through the courtesy of Mr. Wade, in- 
cubations near the critical point of temperature were 
carried on in one of the large rooms of the public mar- 
ket cold storage plant. The temperature of the large 
copper incubator is regulated by a Roux thermostat and 
is indicated by a thermometer certificated by the Royal 
Physical Institute of Bertin. 

The fina! determination of the physiological zero is at 
the degree between 20th and 2ist Centigrade, or about 
69 deg. Fahr. Besides establishing this point, Prof. Bd- 
wards has plotted the results of the incubators in a curve 
to be known as the “index of development,” which shows 
the exact amount of embryonic growth at, each tem- 
perature from the lower limits to the optimum. Many 
interesting “monsters” or variations were produced at 
the lower temperatures, such as a three-headed chick,
